Gentlemen, 

For  the  second  j'ear  it  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  Cidchester.  Dr. 
Corfield  is  still  absent,  and  at  the  present  time  on  active  service  in 
Egypt  or  Palestine,  after  a period  of  severe  illness  in  Egypt  and  of 
convalescence  in  Fngland.  I may  add  that  his  ship  was  torpedoed 
and  sunk  while  he  was  on  his  way  to  resume  active  service. 

I have  again  been  asked  by  the  Local  Government  Hoard  to 
curtail,  as  far  as  possible,  the  report,  and  consequently  1 shall  make 
it  as  brief  as  possible.  The  major  part  wiH  consist  of  statistical  tables, 
so  that  as  far  as  possible  comparison  may  still  be  made  with  previous 
years. 

The  effect  of  the  War,  however,  underlies  nearly  all  tiie  statistics, 
since,  to  begin  with,  the  real  population  of  Colchester  is  quite 
unknown.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  that  the  Civilian  Popula- 
tion is  37,542,  this  figure  as  in  1915  being  based  on  the  registration 
cards.  Former  estimates  were  based  on  the  1911  census  figures, 
certain  necessary  corrections  being  made,  and  last  year  I gave  the 
figure  that  the  population  would  have  reached  in  ordinarj*  times,  as 
well  as  the  Registrar  General’s  figures.  At  the  present  time  I think 
the  best  method  to  adopt  is  to  base  all  statistical  tables  on  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures,  with  the  pi’oviso  that  his  figures  are  necessaril}’^  to 
some  extent  hypothetical.  The  degree  of  inexactitude  being  unknown, 
to  my  mind  the  statistics  based  on  them  are  practically  valueless. 

I may  add  that  the  civilian  population  in  1911,  the  last  census 
year,  was  39,365.

There  were  59  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  during  1916, 
compared  with  67  during  1915  and  73  during  1914.  The  number  of 
births  registered  in  Colchester  being  844,  the  actual  death  rate  per 
1000  births  works  out  at  69'9,  compared  with  85  0 for  1915  and  82'7 
for  1914. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  Diarrlioea  and  Enteritis,  as  against 
none  in  1915  and  14  in  1914.  The  diminution  in  these  deaths  lias 
probably  been  the  main  factor  in  the  reduction  of  infantile  deaths. 
If  there  had  been  14  deaths  from  diarrhoea  again  in  1916,  the  rate 
would  have  been  practically  83  per  1000. 

There  were  8 deaths  of  Ill«"gitimate  Infants.  As  tliere  were  41 
illegitimate  children  born  in  Colchester  during  the  year,  the  deatli- 
rate  amongfst  these  was  19‘7  per  cent.  In  1915  it  was  4'7  per  cent, 
and  in  1914  it  was  25  0 per  cent. 

Of  803  legitimate  children  born,  51  died,  giving  a death-rate  of 
6'3  per  cent.

In  addition  to  the  oases  actuallj'  suffei’ing  from  an  infectious 
disease,  33  diphtheria  contacts  were  admitted,  5 being  from  the  Idiot 
Asylum.  1 from  the  Garrison,  and  27  from  the  civilian  population. 
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Three  of  the  staff  contracted  an  infectious  disease,  viz.: — One 
nurse  caught  Diphtheria  and  two  nurses  Enteric  Fever. 

Eiglit  deatlis  occuired  at  tlie  hospital  from  Diplitheria,  four  from 
Enteric  Fever,  19  from  Cerebro-Spiual  Fever  and  two  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Tliere  was  a very  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  during  the  veai’,  only  84  cases  being  notified,  compared 
witii  382  for  1915.  The  disease  showed  a sudden  decrease  towards 
the  end  of  May,  and  during  the  last  seven  months  of  the  year,  only  1 8 
cases  were  notified. 

Forty  of  the  cases  were  civilian  and  forty-four  military. 

Seventy-nine  cases  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital. 

From  the  outside  districts  30  cases  were  admitted  into  the  hospital 
during  the  year,  13  being  military. 

Diphtheria 

Although  at  no  time  very  prevalent,  this  disease  occurred  con- 
tinuously throughout  tlie  year,  and  166  cases  were  notified.  Of  these 
97  were  civilian  and  69  military. 

Of  the  166  cases,  159  were  removed  to  hospital. 

From  the  outside  districts  23  cases  were  admitted  into  the  hospital 
during  the  year,  13  being  military. 

% 

Enteric  (or  Typhoid)  Fever. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  as  against  14  in 
1915.  Six  of  the  cases  were  soldiers,  at  least  five  of  whom  contracted 
the  disease  outside  the  Borougli,  being  sent  to  Colchester  for  diagnosis 
and  subsequently  notified  here. 
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Of  the  15  civilian  cases,  live  occurred  in  Severalls  Asylum,  aTid 
were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  there  ; (»ne  occurred  in  the  Koval 
]'iasiern  Oounties  Institution  ; two  were  iN'iirses  in  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital;  four  cases  probably  contracted  the  disease  outside 
the  Borough  ; three  cases  (uily  appeared  to  arise  in  the  Borough  itself, 
outside  Institutions. 

Thirteen  cases  were  rejiioved  to  the  Isohation  Hospital. 

From  the  outside  districts  6 cases  were  admitted  into  the  hospital 
(hirijig  the  year,  two  being  military.

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

One  case  of  the  former  was  notified. 

Of  the  latter  there  were  25  cases,  16  being  soldiers.  Twenty- 
four  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Ho.spital,  with  14  deaths, 
the  remaining  case,  a sohlier,  died  before  he  could  be  removed. 

With  regard  to  the  civilian  cases,  the  same  precautions  were  taken 
as  in  the  previous  year,  the  Military  Bacteriologist,  Capt.  Porteous, 
kindly  undertaking  the  bacteriological  examination  of  all  the  contacts. 

Eight  cases  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  from  outside  the 
Borough,  all  being  military. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  a compara- 
tively small  number,  for  a town  of  this  size  with  its  large  garrison.

though  based  on  the  Registrar  General’s  figure  it  amounts  to  1‘4  per 
1000.  I have  reason  to  believe  that  this  figure  is  really  too  high. 

Tuberculosis  Officer’s  Report. 

Dr.  C.  Brown  has  sent  me  an  able  report  on  r.he  Tuberculosis 
Department,  from  which  I make  the  following  short  extracts  only,  on 
account  of  the  necessity  of  compressing  the  Annual  Report  dui’ing  the 
war. 

In  spite  of  war  conditions  the  results  of  the  Dispensary  treatment 
compare  favourably  with  those  of  other  years. 

Persons  living  in  a house  where  there  is  a case  of  Phthisis  are 
being  asked  to  preseut  themselves  for  examination  from  lime  to  time, 
in  order  that  very  early  signs  ot  the  disease  may  be  detected. 

Exemption  is  now  granted  by  the  War  Office  to  all  cases  certified 
by  Tuberculosis  Officers.
